It was heavier 
than the air and sank to the ground, 
spreading out all over that locality, 
moving with the wind, and almostina 
twinkling it reached one of the sheds 
under which wasa fire. There was a 
flash as the inflammable vapor ignited, 
and in mediately after a tremen- 
dous explosion. The tank was blown 
to pieces and hundreds of gallons of 
burning oil scattered all over the great 
works. 

A wall of fire 300 feet high and

The 
business. of a speculator and that of 4 
manufacturer or man of affairs are not 
only distinet but incompatible. To be 
successful in the business world the 
manufacturer's and the merchant's 
profits only should be sought. The 
manufacturer should go forward stead- 
ily, meeting the market price. When 
there are goods to seli, sell them; 
when supplies are needed, purchase 
them, without regard to the mar 
ket price in either case. I have 
never known a speculative manu- 
facturer or business man who scored a 
permanent success. He is rich one day, 
bankrupt the next. Besides this, the 
manufacturer aims to produce articles, 
and inso doing to employ labor. This 
furnishes a laudable career. A man in 
this vocation is useful to his kind. The 
merchant is usefully occupied distribu- 
ting commodities; the banker in pro- 
viding capital.. The third rock is akin 
to speculation—indorsing. Business 
men require irregular supplies of 
money, at some periods little, at others 
enormous sums. Others being in the 
same condition there is strong tempta- 
tion to indorse mutually. This rock 
should be avoided. ‘There are emer- 
gencies, no doubt, in which men should 
help their friends, but there is a rule 
that will keep on@bafe, No man should 
place his name upon the obligation of 
another if he has not sufficient to pay it 
without detriment to his own business.
